feathered friends. But only about 500, or 2 per cent of the 25,000 
high schools, have courses in actual operation of automobiles, 

The second delusion afflicts practically all of the 44,000,000 
licensed drivers in the United States. Each is convinced that he 
or she is a good driver; that it is the other fellow who ought to be 
shot, or ruled off the road, or at least locked up for driving like a 
crazy fool. The third delusion is that the majority of automobile 
accidents are due to narrow highways, slippery roads, sharp curves 
and decrepit cars. 

RQLAME BAD DRIVING 

The truth is, that it isn’t bad roads or bad weather or bad auto- 
mobiles that cause most of the accidents; it is bad drivers. That 
does not mean only the drunks, the speed maniacs, the congenial 
road hogs, the “spooks” who eut in and out of traffie, and the half- 

itted show-offs who drive with one hand out of the window, clutch 
ing the roof of the cai In the aggregate, the greatest killer on 
the highways is the average motorist who smugly fancies himself 
a rood driver. Ninety per cent of all traffic accidents aren't acci- 
dents is the real meaning of the term; they can be traced to what 
the experts call “driver errors.” The brutal fact is that most of us 
are not good drivers. How could we be, when we never really 
lenrned how?
